Homeless man caught with 
crystal meth is fined £100 


A homeless man caught with 
a rare but extremely powerful 
and addictive drug has been 
fined £100. 

Marlon Ahwan, now living 
at the YMCA, in Victoria 
Road, Surbiton, pleaded 
guilty at Lavender Hill Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on Tuesday, 
September 18, to possession of 
methamphetamine, known as 
crystal meth. 

The 26-year-old was arrest¬ 
ed after police responded to 
calls of a man acting strange¬ 
ly in Penrhyn Road, Kingston, 
on September 5 this year. 

He was arrested and told

officers: “If I want to take 
drugs that is my choice.” 

But Ahwan did not resist 
after officers said being 
caught with an illegal sub¬ 
stance was an offence. 

The court heard he went to 
Camden, north London, to 
buy what he believed was 
mephedrone, also known as 
meow meow, but was sold the 
more powerful crystal meth, 
described as a white powdery 
substance. 

Sentencing magistrate Mrs 


Andrews said: “I understand 
you believed you were buying 
a less powerful drug and that 
you have no prior convictions 
for class A drugs. 

“However, this was a class A 
drug, an extremely powerful 
and addictive one, which 
means it is more serious when 
it comes to sentencing. 

“In your favour you have 
pleaded guilty and it was clear 
that it was for your own use.” 

Addiction to crystal meth is 
high in countries such as the 
US, with a government report 
from 2011 confirmed more 
than 13m people had used 


the drug. 

Britain has so far stayed rel¬ 
atively free from crystal meth 
addiction, but it is a problem 
in western European coun¬ 
tries such as the Czech Repub¬ 
lic, Sweden and Finland. 

Made from ingredients in¬ 
cluding cough medicine and 
drain cleaner, experts say the 
drug is twice as addictive as 
heroin and more damaging to 
health than crack cocaine. 

Sarah Graham, from drug 
information service Frank, 
said addicts could become de¬ 
pressed, paranoid, and poten¬ 
tially violent.

A church is urging the com¬ 
munity to get behind a week 
of fundraising to help trans¬ 
form its building into more of 
a community space. 

St John’s Church, in Grove 
Lane, Kingston, has launched 
a regeneration project, with 
plans to refurbish and reno¬ 
vate the church, improve ac¬ 
cess and build a mezzanine 
level, a cafe and multipurpose 
rooms. 

The church hopes the build¬ 
ing will serve the whole com¬ 
munity and offer a space for 
socialising, dance and exer¬ 
cise classes, concerts, exhibi¬ 
tions, toddler groups, and 
after-school clubs. 

Work and fundraising will 
be done in phases with efforts 
to raise £45,000 already 
under way. Ideas to raise 
more funds include the 
launch of a fundraising drive 
One Community, One Week. 

Hilary Walkington, a mem¬ 
ber of the church fundraising 
team, said they had handed 
out more than 1,000 leaflets to 
householders encouraging 
them to raise money during 
the week September 22 to 29. 

She said: “The church is 
trying to do this huge 


regeneration project and 
needs to raise a lot of money. 

“It is a Grade II listed build¬ 
ing. It is looking to serve the 
community as a whole, but 
needs a lot of work doing to it. 

“It has caught the imagina¬ 
tion of people in this area. 

“It is a big thing in this little 
area. Everyone knows about 
it.” 

The first phase of work will 
replace failing heating and 
lighting systems, rewire the 
church, improve the south 
door entrance and put toilets, 
including a disabled toilet and 
baby change facilities, at the 
back of the church. 

The full cost of phase one is 
expected to be about £500,000 
and once plans and permis¬ 
sion are finalised the church 
will apply for grants to help 
fund it. 

The Anglican church forms 
Kingston Team Ministry with 
sister church All Saints, in 
the town centre, and also 
launched a project to regener¬ 
ate the heart and soul of 
Kingston in March. 

Plans are on display at the 
back of the church.

Cafe set to close its doors 


A community centre’s only cafe is set 
to close by the end of the month. 

The Hook Centre cafe, a popular 
place for residents to meet for nearly 
four years, will have to pack up for 
good if it cannot be saved from finan¬ 
cial difficulty. 

Mike Briggs, who gave up his career 
as a paramedic to run the cafe under 
new company Maverick Catering, said 
he had “exhausted every avenue”. 

Kingston Council said it would work 
with the cafe to keep the service run¬ 
ning while options for its long-term fu¬ 
ture were identified. 


Mr Briggs said: “We have been in dif¬ 
ficult times for the last 12 to 18 
months and in the last three months it 
has got worse. We just don’t make 
enough in a day.” 

Kingston Council said the cafe was 
an important part of the centre and it 
was committed to keeping it open. 

A council spokesman said: “We have 
opened discussions with councillors 
regarding options for keeping the cafe 
open and hope to be able to update res¬ 
idents in the near future.” 

Regular cafe users have suggested a 
charity cafe run by volunteers.

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Motorcyclist crushed to 
death after fall in road

A motorcyclist died after 
being crushed beneath a 
petrol tanker he tried to over¬ 
take, an inquest heard. 

Andrew Fitzgerald, 39, from 
Tillingbourne Road, Shal- 
ford, was killed instantly 
after falling from his Tri¬ 
umph Sprint outside Chess- 
ington World of Adventures 
at about 11.15am on July 18 
last year. 

The events manager 
slammed on his brakes after 
realising he could not over¬ 
take the petrol lorry, lost con¬ 
trol of his bike, crashed into 
a traffic island, and fell 
under the wheels of the 40- 
tonne tanker. 

Mr Fitzgerald’s wife, Su¬ 
sanna, attended the inquest 
into her husband’s death 
along with his parents and 
two sisters at South West 
London Coroner’s Court on 
Tuesday, September 18. 

The court heard Mr 
Fitzgerald, who was an expe¬ 
rienced motorcyclist, was 
travelling at 27mph before 
braking. A layer of dust and 
debris on the road may have 
contributed to him losing 
control of his bike. 

Witness Nokutula Ncube 
was driving immediately be¬ 
hind the petrol tanker. 

She said: “I saw the motor¬ 
cycle hitting the traffic island 
in the middle of the road. 
Then the driver lost control 
of the bike and let go of the 
handle bars. 

“The bike fell to the right. 
The rider was thrown to the 
left. 

“He went straight under the 
truck.” 

Metropolitan Police colli¬ 
sion investigator PC Adrian 
Armstrong told the court Mr 


Fitzgerald passed about half 
of the tanker before braking, 
a move that caused his 
wheels to lock and the bike to 
slide. 

He said: “He was sliding 
along the road surface for 
about four-and-a-half metres 
before he got to the island.” 

PC Armstrong said Mr 
Fitzgerald collided almost 
immediately with the petrol 
tanker, which was travelling 
at 16mph northbound on the 
A243 to deliver fuel to New 


Malden’s Tesco petrol 
station. 

He said both drivers were 
familiar with the Leather- 
head Road, in Chessington, 
and could not have avoided 
the crash. 

The driver of the petrol 
lorry David Bywaters said he 
saw the motorbike hit the 
traffic island, but Mr Fitzger¬ 
ald was not on it. 

He said: “That’s when I no¬ 
ticed that he was under my 
wheels.” 


The court heard Mr 
Fitzgerald had no sign of 
alcohol in his blood and 
showed no sign of life when 
the ambulance arrived at 
11.18am. 

Coroner Alison Thompson 
recorded a verdict of acci¬ 
dental death. 

She said: “I am simply 
dealing with an unfortunate 
set of events that unfolded. 

“This was a genuine 
accident. No more could have 
been done by either party.” 


Trio of skip fires 

Firefighters were called out to three sep¬ 
arate skip fires in Kingston town centre 
in the space of one night. 

Crews from Kingston fire station had to 
put out flames in a skip in Lady Booth 
Road at 8.10pm, on Wednesday, Septem¬ 
ber 19, then at Dolphin Street and 
Clarence Street at 2am and 5am on 
Thursday, September 20. 

Fire crew manager Daniel Barratt said 
police were investigating the cause of the 
fires and urged residents to be vigilant.

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Doctor and midwife ‘failed mum’ 


Serious failings of a mater¬ 
nity ward doctor and midwife 
may have contributed to the 
death of a twin baby girl, a 
coroner’s court has heard. 

Two-day-old Lucy Wood 
died at St George’s Hospital, 
Tooting, after spending her 
short time on life support 
after suffocating during her 
delivery at Kingston Hospital 
in June 2009. 

Obstetrician Naguib Naguib 
admitted failing to take 
charge of the high risk birth 
at Kingston, leaving midwife 
Tatyana McGill alone in the 
delivery room when she lost 
track of Lucy’s heartbeat on a 
monitor. 

He said had he known of 
complications he would have 
started the birth earlier, a 
move that expert witness Dr 
Nicholas Morris said could 
have saved Lucy’s life. 

Mr Naguib said: “Had I bro¬ 
ken her waters I could have 
made an emergency delivery 
in, I estimate, between five 
and 15 minutes. 

“I admit I should have been 
more robust, but I trusted the 
midwife on duty.” 

Mr Morris, senior obstetri¬ 
cian at Portland Hospital, 
London, concluded the 40- 
minute gap between losing 
Lucy’s heartbeat and her 
birth was the primary reason 
for her death. 

He said: “This was a

pre-term high-risk pregnancy 
and it is difficult to under¬ 
stand why the staff involved 
didn’t prioritise this birth. 
The doctor should take 
charge but in this case that 
did not happen. 

“If Lucy had been delivered 
when she should have been 
then I suggest we would not 
be here today, though it is dif¬ 
ficult to say what condition 
she would have been in.” 

A damning report carried 
out by Local Supervising Au¬ 
thority Midwifery Officers 
criticised midwife Mrs McGill 
for failing to properly exam¬ 
ine the foetal monitor and 
failing to communicate with 
the obstetrician. 

Midwifery expert Shania 
Francois said Mrs McGill 
failed to follow basic mid¬ 
wifery practice by not calling 
for help when she lost Lucy’s 
heartbeat. 

She said: “If you are having 
trouble, then you call the doc¬ 
tor, you call the senior nurse 
or you call for another 
midwife.” 

Both Mr Naguib and Sister 
Ni, the senior nurse on duty 
that night, had not seen a se¬ 
rious incident report into the 
death until two weeks before 
the inquest, the court heard. 

Coroner Dr Peter Ellis said:

“Why the individuals in¬ 
volved are not given a report 
into an incident where a baby 
has died in their care as a 
matter of course is baffling to 
me.” 

Mr Nicholas Anim Nyame, 
consultant obstetrician and 
risk management lead at 
Kingston Hospital, admitted 
Lucy’s care was “sub-stan¬ 
dard” and said copies of the 
serious incident report prob¬ 
ably should have been given 


to Mr Naguib and Sister Ni. 

He also said the hospital 
had brought in new measures 
to cope with high risk twin 
pregnancies, including hav¬ 
ing senior doctors on the 
labour ward 98 hours a week. 

□ Expert witness Nicholas 
Morris and Kingston Hospi¬ 
tal’s senior obstetrician 
Nicholas Anim Nyame were 
told to be quiet by the father 
of Lucy Wood during a break 


in proceedings at his daugh¬ 
ter’s inquest. 

Mr Morris and Mr Nyame 
found something amusing 
while the coroner was taking 
advice on a legal matter when 
the grieving father snapped. 

Mr Wood said he “did not 
find it very funny” that the 
two men were laughing at his 
daughter’s inquest and told 
them to “keep quiet”. 

Mr Morris later apologised 
to the upset father.

A school that has taken up tempo¬ 
rary residence on a playing field 
opened its doors to neighbours 
who opposed the move.

Chestnut Grove resident Mau¬ 
reen Wilkins said she was still 
sceptical the move was temporary, 
but said the decanting of students 
had been done well. 

She said: “It has got to be 
temporary. They have done it nice¬ 
ly and at the moment it looks as 
though it will be OK but on a wet 
day it could be a different story. 

“We have seen an increase of cy¬ 
clists on the pavement and things 
but at the moment it is all right.” 

Visitors were shown around by 


pupils from year 6, who were 
taught off site for half a term last 
year after wooden support beams 
at their school were severely af¬ 
fected by damp. 

Alan Lawler, of Clarence Av¬ 
enue, New Malden, said: “It’s fan¬ 
tastic what they have done in such 
a short time and after such a 
number of problems.” 


Councillor Lynne Finnerty told 
residents the move would only be 
for one year because the contract 
to build the temporary school in¬ 
cluded dismantling it. 

The temporary move has freed 
up the junior school site to allow 
for a rebuild to take place. 

The infant school has not been 
affected by the move.

A private ambulance company says 
it will be making mass redundancies 
to cope after being “forced” to move 
premises. 

More than 20 trained paramedics 
and technicians may lose their jobs 
by the end of the year following the 
council’s refusal to permit a plan¬ 
ning application submitted by AST 
Ambulance Service. 

The company based in Hook Road, 
by the Ace of Spades roundabout, 
applied to continue to use the site for 
ambulance vehicle storage and 
begin staff training, but were told at 
the south of the borough neighbour¬ 
hood committee meeting last 
Wednesday this would not be possi¬ 
ble. 

One objection, citing parking over¬ 
spill as a concern, was received 
from the Chessington Residents’ As¬ 
sociation after more than 100

neighbours were notified of plans. 

Stewart Lawson, managing direc¬ 
tor at AST Ambulance Service, said: 
“We give back to the community, 
but they just throw it back in our 
face. 

“The vehicles go out to designated 
hospitals in the morning and come 
back in the evening. We are not 
causing any nuisance. 

“Moving will be at the cost of re¬ 
dundancies. It is a travesty.” 

Mike Hoare, from the residents’ 
association, said he did not under¬ 
stand the logic behind the threat¬ 
ened redundancies. 

He said: “Training people here 
would have brought more people 
here and exascerbated the parking 
problem. 


“If 20 people are going to be made 
redundant where have they been 
working and training all this 
time? 

“If they have been there all 
along why was there no planning 
consent?” 

Mr Lawson, who said he spent 
£15,000 in the community in the past 
18 months by servicing AST’s 12 ve¬ 
hicles at a local garage, believed the 
total cost of uprooting would be 
£250,000. 

He said: “I am hurt and frustrated. 
People do not realise AST is about 
saving lives.” 

He said AST would not appeal and 
would leave Chessington by 
Christmas, perhaps to move to 
Sunbury. 

During the Olympic and Para¬ 
lympics, AST was chosen to support 
the London Ambulance Service.

Former Tiffin pupil dies 
after fall from window

A Kingston school has paid trib¬ 
ute to a popular former pupil who 
died after falling out of a window 
at a party. 

Former Tiffin School sixth for¬ 
mer Peter Alexander, 28, stum¬ 
bled through a window at a party 
celebrating London fashion week 
in Shoreditch, east London, on 
Thursday, September 13. 

A talented photographer who 
had exhibited work in London, 
Iceland and the US, he struck the 
pavement and is thought to have 
died almost immediately. 

He joined Tiffin School’s sixth 
form in 2002, where he was de¬ 
scribed as a bright and popular 
pupil, before going on to study ar¬ 
chitecture at University College 
London. 

Tiffin headteacher Hilda Clarke 
paid tribute to Mr Alexander. 

She said: “It is terribly sad 
news. The school would like to 
offer the family of Peter our deep¬ 
est condolences. 

“I will be personally writing to 
the family. 

“Senior colleagues have told me 
what a bright and popular stu¬ 
dent he was, who was well re¬ 
membered for his prowess on the 
cricket pitch and tennis court. 

“He was here for two years, but 


made a big impact on the pupils 
and teachers.” 

At Mr Alexander’s family home 
in Berrylands, Surbiton, his fami¬ 
ly said they did not wish to make 
a comment. 

A neighbour, who did not want 
to be named, said the family were 
“very good people” and Peter was 
a “nice young man”. 

He said: “I knew Peter and I 
know his mum and father Keith. I 
have not seen them, but I under¬ 
stand they are very upset, which 
is completely understandable. 

“My heart goes out to them. I 
can’t imagine how terrible they 
must be feeling.” 

Michael Oliveira-Salac, of Fash¬ 
ion PR company Blow, the hosts 


of the party showcasing design¬ 
ers and stylists, said everyone 
was very distressed by the 
incident. 

He said: “It is not an easy time. 
We have been provided little or no 
information as the police are still 
doing their investigation. 

“Obviously our thoughts are 
with the families of the deceased 
and the injured man.” 

A second man - reported to be a 
model - also fell from the same 
window on the same night and is 
said to have landed on a parked 
car and suffered pelvic injuries. 

He was in a serious, but stable 
condition in hospital. 

Police believed there were no 
suspicious circumstances.

Kingston Council has agreed to 
investigate after it was revealed 
social housing tenants may be 
owed thousands of pounds in 
overpaid water bills. 

Nannette Herbert, 47, of Hobill 
Walk, Surbiton, said she paid 
Kingston Council £337 for her 
yearly water bill after its housing 
department turned down her re¬ 
quest to have a water meter in¬ 
stalled to cut costs at her home in 
Surbiton. 

She then found out the water 
company also offered discounts 
for single-occupiers. 

Ms Herbert claimed her bill was 
£135 more than Thames Water 
charged other people living on 
their own. 

Thames Water said Ms Her¬ 
bert’s bill was based on the rate¬ 
able value of her home, not a 
usage rate and said she had not 
been overcharged. 

It also said, however, that 
customers who requested a meter 
but could not have one could be 
charged less if they switch from 
being charged on the basis of 
their property value to being list¬ 
ed as a single occupancy. 

They said: “If we can, we will fit 


a meter. If it is not possible we will 
offer the customer the £202-a-year 
single occupier assessed charge.” 

In an email seen by the Kingston 
Guardian, Kingston Council’s 
head of housing Simon Oelman 
told Ms Herbert issues with water 
charging might affect 
Guildhall’s relationship with 
Thames Water. 

The council denied it had con¬ 
cerns over its deal with the utili¬ 
ties company. 

Ms Herbert said: “Where has the 


money gone? The council has still 
not answered my question on 
whether or not I will get my 
money back. 

“If I owed them money they 
would come down on me like a 
tonne of bricks but getting it from 
them is like banging your head 
against a brick wall.” 

A spokesman for Kingston 
Council said: “We are working 
with Thames Water in relation to 
Ms Herbert’s case and it will be 
processed in the normal way.”

A student games designer who 
stayed awake for 62 hours to cre¬ 
ate a videogame was part of a 
group that smashed a Guinness 
World record last weekend. 

Gadget-lover Jason Teefey, 25, of 
Ewell Road, Surbiton, was part of 
a games jam that set out to put the 
most number of people in a single 
location making a videogame in 
just 48 hours. 

With prolonged periods of sleep 
banned and food breaks taking 
the form of creative meetings, the 
299-strong gaming marathon 
began last Friday evening at the 
University of Bedfordshire and 
ran until Sunday. 

The game, Junction Malfunc¬ 
tion, is based on an underground 
train routing its way throughout 
the network without crashing 
into any obstacles. 

Mr Teefey said: “I was 
awake for 62 hours. It was a really 
long stint. 

“By about half way people were 
getting snappy with each other, 
but that is to be expected. If we 
had slept we would not have been 
able to get it done. 

“It took the longest to put all the 
finishing touches on. 

“We all pulled together and I am 


delighted we broke a record.” 

The ex-Tiffin Boys’ School pupil 
admitted to falling asleep a few 
times on the train home, but said 
he was glad he made it through 
the jam without any shut eye to 
distract him. 

He said: “It is a lot tougher to 
make a game than I thought and 
even harder working with tired 
people - especially when you have 
tight deadlines.” 

Each team in the marathon was 
tasked with creating a videogame 


with a pride of London theme. As 
team leader Mr Teefey chose the 
iconic Underground as the back¬ 
drop to the game. 

The competition, organised by 
distance learning games courses 
Train2Game and computing giant 
Microsoft, saw more than 20 
games created. 

Mr Teefey and his team of six 
will be meeting with Microsoft 
to discuss plans to develop Junc¬ 
tion Malfunction and publish 
it on Windows 8.

Divers pushed the boat out for 
an underwater litter pick in 
Kingston that saw more than 
two skips filled with everything 
from traffic cones to bird baths 
dredged from the water. 

A team of five divers from 
Kingston University’s sub-aqua 
club plunged into the River 
Thames to recover the rubbish, 
which also included 22 shopping 
trolleys, three bikes, four tyres, 
304 glass bottles, a hoover and 
nine chairs. 

Divers were supported by 
members of the university’s 
kayaking club, who protected 
the group from boats on the 
water and followed them during 
the university’s first underwater 
clean up operation on Septem¬ 
ber 17. 

Second year student Chris El¬ 
liott led the project, which he 
said took 12 months to organise 
and involved getting permission 
from authorities including the 
Environment Agency, police and 
Kingston Council. 

He said: “I wanted to find a 
way for our club to be able put 
something back into the commu¬ 
nity. An underwater river clean 
was something that we had 


the skills to do.” 

Students from other clubs in¬ 
cluding the netball, ladies’ foot¬ 
ball and American football 
teams, helped on the river 
banks, pulling rubbish ashore 
and transferring it to skips to be 
collected. 

Mr Elliott, who has been diving 


for three years and qualified as 
an instructor with the universi¬ 
ty club last year, said he was 
overwhelmed by the support re¬ 
ceived for the project. 

He said: “We were all surprised 
at how much debris we removed, 
yet this is only a small percent¬ 
age of what is left in the river.”

The 20-year-old Team Hard 
Honda Civic driver finished 
12th and 14th in the final two 
races of the weekend in tor¬ 
rential rain at Rockingham 
on Sunday. 

Fuller, who came 16th in 
the meeting’s opener, had se¬ 
cured a one-off drive from 
team boss Tony Gilham’s 
outfit having impressed for 
the team in the VW Cup at 
the same track earlier in the 
summer. 

The former Brooklands 
College student’s efforts 
drew admiring glances from 
former BTCC champion Tim 
Harvey having clocked some 
fast times in the wet 
conditions.

And Fuller, who has most 
of his race experience in sin¬ 
gle-seater cars, is hoping the 
exposure will give him a 
strong chance of returning 
to the series sooner rather 
than later. 

“The team is looking to ex¬ 
pand next year and, hopeful¬ 
ly, I’ve done enough to 
impress. I’d like to think 
there is a chance to get back 
in the car before the end of 
the season,” he said. 

“What an experience. I got 
so much good feedback from 
some of the sport’s legends 
people - like Tim - who took 
the time to come down the pit 


lane to talk. 

“I always race better in the 
wet. That is when it is all 
about driver performance 
rather than how fast your 
car is. 

“It really separates the 
men from the boys. Our 
times in some sections were 
in the top three throughout 
the two races in the wet. 

“I was really impressed we 
were that competitive and 
can’t wait to do it again.” 

Fuller, who qualified 14th 
on the grid, tussled with New 
Malden’s Tom Onslow-Cole 
on the track over the week¬ 
end as the latter saw his 


chances of silverware take a 
blow with eighth, 14th and 
seventh place finishes. 

Onslow-Cole is 71 points be¬ 
hind independent drivers’ 
championship leader An¬ 
drew Jordan and 108 points 
adrift of overall drivers’ 
championship leader Gordon 
Sheddon. 

His Team eBay Motors em¬ 
ployers are 154 points behind 
Honda Racing in the overall 
team championship, but only 
eight points off independent 
team championship leaders 
Pirtek Racing. 

The BTCC rolls on to Sil- 
verstone on October 7.
